Hains, whose charges of inhuman de- 
Pravity against her husband are be-

seid today that she would take the 
“witness stand at the trial of her hus- 
band as a means of vindicating her own 
mame. She said she dreads being ‘“‘Ev- 
elyn Thawed," as she calls it, but that 
she will try to go through the ordeal 
unflinchingly as a matter of justice to 
herself and to her culidren. 
It has been said that she will forgive 
her husband and take her place by his 
side at the trial, but her attorney denies 
this and declares such a course impus- 
sible. Mrs. Hains says the same. 

“It is not right that a musinformed 
man, wild with jealousy, should drag 
his wife's name in the dirt—the mother 
of his children,” said Mrs. Hains. “I 
Owe it to myself and to my children to 
clear up this part of the case. It seems 
too bad that an insane man—insane on 
some things, at least—can make the 

,@batges my husband has made and not 
be punished. I was willing to let him 

get a divorce, but not in New ‘York 
State. : 

““Capt. Hains’ parents and I did not 

@gree on the way the children should 
_ Be raised. I never claimed to be an 
. {@eal mother, but I loved my babies and 
raised them according to my views. 

These views were opposed by Gen. 
Hains and his wife at every turn. And 
them that brother!’”’ said she scornfully. 


- Does Not Feel Herself Wife. 


“I do not feel tnat I am the wife of 
Capt. Hains. He extinguished all my 
love when he made those charges. Some 
“Women can love a man after they have 
been struck and abused, but I am'not 
one of that kind. 

“T have friends in the army, just as 
Capt. Hains has. but I fear I have 
more of the gossips against me. That 
is one of the greatest curses in the 
army—people who will gossip and put

Doctors at the City Hospital 
Refuse to Sign Death 
Certificate. 








City Hospital physicians have refused 
to sign a certificate showing the cause 
of death of Douglas G. Kingsland at the 
hospital Tuesday night, after being tak- 
en there from the Belcher baths at 
Fourth street and Lucas avenue. 

He was the son of L. D. Kingsland, 
president of the St. Louls Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, and a member of a 
well-known St. Louis family, formérly 
extensively engaged in the manufacture 
of agricultural implements. 

He was romevod from the baths to 
the hospital early Tuesday and re- 
mained unconscious until his death. 

The hospital records show that he 
was treated for “alcoholism and inju- 
ries.” According to information given 
tne police the injuries were the result 
of a fall a short time before he entered 
the bathhouse. 

Mr. Kingsland was 37 years old and 
was treasurer of the Kingsland Manu- 
facturing Co., which was declared bank- 
rupt several months ago. 

His mother, Mrs. L. D. Kingsland, has 
been seriously ill since the suspension 
of her husband’s company. Recently 
she was removed from the Mullanphy 
Hespital to @ sanitarium at Kenosha, 
Wis. 

A daughter made a record-breaking 
trip from Para, Brazil, to care for her 
mother and is now with her.

WEARING OLD CLOTHES

Members of the volunteer posse which 
had been searching al! night for 14-year- 
old Nellie Nienaber, now believe that 
she may have fallen into, or may have 
been thrown into an abandoned well on 
the Cole farm in St. Louis County. it 
will be dragged. 

Searching parties are still beating 
through the woods and thick under- 
brush in the neighborhood of Meacham 
Park and Windsor Springs, near Kirk- 
wood, in quest of the girl who disap- 
peared from the home of her foster 


mother, Mrs. Henry Nienaber, Monday 
afternoon. 

So far no trace of her has been 
found. Mrs. Nienaber is certain the 
girl is not willingly staying away, be- 
cause when she left she was roughly 
dressed and had she intended to run 
away she would certainly have worn 
different clothing. 

It was thought by some that the girl 
may have returned to the Children’s 
Home Society’s orphan asylum, from 
which she was taken by Mrs. Nienaber 
seven years ago. Superintendent C. C. 
Stahmann says she has not been there 
since her adoption. 


The girl’s name originally was Nellie 
Mayday. Her mother is believed to be 
alive, but she has never visited her 
daughter, and so far as is known has 
never communicated with her. 

Words With Foster Mother. 

It was learned Wednesday that just 
before Nellie left the Nienaber ‘ home 
she had a slight disagreement. with 
her stepmother. ‘ ' 

“But I don’t think that would make 
her leave home,’”’ said Mrs. Nienaber. 
“Something tells me she will be found 
dead in the woods. 

“When she wanted to go out and 
pick pears and apples Monday after- 
noon I told her that she would better 
stay here and rake hay, as it looked 
like it was going to rain. She said 
she didn’t want to .rake hay. She 
seemed to be fn a pouting humor when 
she started out.”’ 

The girl's destination was a clearing 
on the farm of J. J. Cole, a quarter 
of a mile from the Nienaber home Mr. 
Cole had given her permission to pick 
fruit from a pear tree and two apple 
trees there. 

Wore Her Old Clothes. 


One reason why Mrs. Nienaber thinks 
Nellie did not run away of her own 
accord is that she was roughly dresnrea/) 
when she left the house. She wwre ai 
old gingham wrapper, a sunbonnet, a 
pair of worn shoes and no stockings. 

“I know she wouldn't have gone away 
without taking her pretty white £un- 
day dress,"’ says Mrs. Nienaber. 

Walking west from the house Nellie 
passed not far from the home of Jack- 
son Long, a negro for whom Mrs. 
Nienaber has an aversion and who is 
held pending investigation. 


Swain Smith, 11 years old, has told the 
county authorities that at 11:30 a. m., 
Tuesday, 2% hours after the girl’s dis- 
appearance, he saw Long, the negro, 
walking along a road near the Cole 
farm. He was coming from the direc- 
tion of the dense woods toward which 
Nellie was walking when last seen. 
With Long were three dogs and he car- 
ried a club, the boy says. 

May Have Fallen in Lake. 


A hundred yards west of the negro's 
home is the Windsor Springs road, a 
country lane thickly shaded by treen 
and shrubbery and skirted by heavy un- 
derbrush. A person 50 feet from the 
entrance to the road cannot be seen 
from the surrounding country. 

Just as she entered the Windsor 
Springs road Nellie was seen by John 
Gassner. She was alone and was walk- 
ing slowly 


It is only a short walk from there to 
the clearing where the fruit trees are. 
Near thém is a lake. If the search 
through the woods fails this will be 
dragged. ; 

Some of the searchers believe thax 
Nellie wag caught in the heavy rain- 
storm which started an hour after she 
left home and lasted until after dark. 
They think that she may have sought 
shelter under the heavy growth of un- 
derbrush near the road and that when 
darkness came she tried to find her 
way home, became cohfused az to the 
direction and fell into the lake.

Chicago Friend of Boston Wid- 
ow Had Cases Marked 
‘Household Goods.”

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.—The seizure by 
customs officers of European art trea- 
sures valued at $100,000, brought to the 
United States by Mrs. Emily Rockwell 
Crane Chadbourne, a rich Chicago di- 
vorcee, became known here today. Mrs. 
Chadbourne, according to the customs 
officers, brought the articles to America 
as “household goods,” in trunks and 
packing cases, for her friend, Mrs. 
‘‘Jack’’ Gardner, the millionaire Boston 
widow whose Venetian palace in Back 
Bay fens is one of the sights of New 
England. : 

Already, it is said, $70,000 has been paid 
to the Government in duties and penal- 
tiles on the articles, and Mrs. Gardner, 
it is said, must pay $80,000 more to re- 
cover her treasures. / 

The seizure and payments becapnie 
known through publication in a news- 
paper here. Mrs. Chadbourne is a 
daughter of Richard T. Crane, the mil- 
lionaire ironmaster. She lives in the 
exclusive North Shore residence district. 

Mrs. Gardner, whose wealth enabled 
her to bring her Venetian palace from 
Italy plece by piece and recreate it in 
Boston, is known for her effort of years 
to build up a great art museum in her 
palace. She always has persisted that 
the museum was pubiic and on this 
ground brought in rare art works in 
great number without paying duty on 
them. 

Inquiry Carried om Abroad. 

The investigation resulting in the, pres- 
ent seizure began two months ago and 
has been carried on in Chicago, Wash- 
ington, Boston and Paris. If Mra. Gard- 
ner does not pay the Government $80,000 


clared forfeited and sold, Whether the 
ase will be submitted to the Department 
of Justice for further action has not 
been decided. 

The inquiry began, it is said, when 
Treasury Department agents in Paris 
learned that a large shipment of goods 
for Mrs. Gardner had been made from 
both London and Paris. 

Soon after obtaining this information 
the Government agents lost track of the 
goods. 

Mrs. Chadbourne returned te America 
a month ago. She had several large 
cases marked “‘household gocds”’ shipped 
in bond to Chicago. She made a decla- 
ration that they had been in use less 
than one year abroad and were her 
personal property. She also made affi- 
davit in the following form: 

I, ——, do solemnly and truly declare 
that I am the owner of the merchandise 
in the annexed entry or invoice; that 
the e@try now delivered by me to the 
clerk of the board contains a just and 
true account of all the goods, wares 
and merchandise imported by me. 

I further solemnly and truly declare 
that I have not in the said entry or in- 
voice cdncealed or suppressed anything 
whereby. the United States may be de- 
frauded of any part of the duty on said 
goods, wares and merchandise, and if at 
any time hereafter I discover an error 
in the said invoice, I will immediately 
make the same known to the collector 
of this district. 


About the time these goods arrived 
the customs officers received a tip, tt is 
said, that the shipment should be inves- 
tigated. The boxes were opened and 
instead of $8000 worth of pots, pans 
and other household articles, the offi- 
cers found tapestries, marble, oll paint- 
ings, armor and rere porcelains. 

At first Mra. Chadbourne denied the 
charges that customs officers made.

Rose was struck at 11 o’clock Monday 
morning, Instéad of sending him” tm- 
mediately to a hospital and calling a 
physician, Frank Baker doctored’ the 
keeper Nimeelf, administering perman- 
ganate of potassium. 

Baker réaliged, after three hours’ of 
effort on his part, that he was not mak- 
ing headway agaltist the poisoh, and he 
then called.the.ambulance to take Rose 
to the hospital. It was after 3 o'clock 
before the Wounded man was given into 
the care of the doctors. * 

To keep- Rose awake, strychnine, nitro 
glycerin and other strong stimulants

APTAIN HANNS 
WITH DEPRAVIT! 


In Her Suit for Divorce She 
Makes Serious Accusations 
Against Husband. 





CAUSED THE SHOOTING 





Also Alleges That She Was 
Beaten Until She Signed 
Papers Unread.

WINTHROP, Mass., Aug. 19.—A mo- 
tive for the murder of William E. An- 
nis by °Capt. Peter C. Hains is to be 
found in the filing of a suit brought 
by Mrs. Peter C. Hains against her hus- 
band. The papers were served upon 
Capt. Hains, in New York, a week ago 
Monday by a representative of the 
young woman's Boston lawyer. 

In this suit Mrs. Hains alleges that 
her husband is a morally degraded per- 
son and charges are made of the most 
sensational character. At the same 
time the complainant demanded in her 
petition that the case itself be tried in 
open court. 

The allegations are along the lines of 
te exposure at the Round Table in 
Serlin, where Count Eulenburg and oth- 
er officers were charged with miscon- 
duct. 

The papers served upon Capt. Hains 
contain what is. called a complete his- 
tory of his misdoings. While no names 
are mentioned, there are instances re- 
lated which date back to the time Capt. 
Hains and his wife were on their honey- 
moon and while the Captain was sta- 
tioned at Fortress Monroe. 

It is alleged that Mrs. Hains discov- 
ered her husband in the quarters of an 
officer whose residence was very close 
to the one occupied by the Hainses. 
Mrs. Hains also charges that her hus- 
band ill-treated her in an unnatural 
manner. | 

Mother Wants Her Children. 

Mrs. Hains and her mother are still 
in New York and are not expected 
back in Winthrop Highlands for some 
days. Their intention is to get contro) 
of the three children of Capt. and Mrs. 
Hains and it is expected that unless 
the children are given up voluntarily 
habeas corpus proceedings will be start- 
ed at once, in order that the children 
may be restored to the mother and 
brought to this city. 

The information concerning the filing 
of this suit against Capt. Hains by his 
wife was obtained last night by a staff 
correspondent of the New York World 
and the Post-Dispatch from Charles H. 
Libby, the father of Mrs. Hains, who 
has read the complaint as dictated to 
her lawyers in this city by his daugh- 
ter. 

It is belleved that Capt. Hains and 
his brother concluded that Annis was 
behind the bringing of the accusations, 
and that it was Annis who ‘had sug- 
gested to Mrs. Hains that the only way 
she could clear herself was by demand- 
ing that the case be tried in open court. 

“My daughter,’”’ said Mr. Libby at his 
home on Crest avenue, a beautiful little 
white cottage, ‘‘came back to us June 
2. This was a few days after she ha@é 
been so cruelly beaten by her husband 
in the presence of his brother, Thorn- 


ton, 


Rrother the Evil Genius. 

“There is no doubt it was Thornton 
who worked upon his brother's mind to 
such an extent that he finally shot and 
killed Annis. Thornton has been the 
evil genius in this case from its very 
cutset. Before it is over the complete 
history of Thornton will become public 
property and the world wil; then learn 
what kind of a man he is. 

“T want to say at the very outset 
that the charges Capt. Hains has 
brought against my daughter are abso- 
lutely false. Nobody knows better than 
did Capt. Hains that my daughter's re- 
lations with Mr. Annis were perfectly 
proper.” 

Signed Paperg After Beating. 


According to Mr. Libby, a physician 
at Fort Hamilton telegraphed to Mrs. 
Libby suggesting that she come to New 
York at once and look after her daugh- 
ter. This was in May last. Mrs. Libby 
hurried to Fort [iemilton, found her 
@aughter in a serious condition and took 
her to Boston. 

It was not until weeks after Mrs. 
libby had gone to her daughter that 
Mrs. Hains told what had occurred at 
Fort Hamilton. Thornton Hains was 
present while his brother beat the wife. 
The Libbys do not deny that Mrs. Hains 
signed some papers and that there may 
be among them an alleged confession in 
which Annis is named. Mrs. Hains’ ex- 
planation is ‘that she was ready to sign 
anything after she had been beaten into 
submission. She was not permitted to 
read the papers she signed. 

“The only thing I am sorry for,” said 
Mr. LAbby, “is that we did not learn 
of Capt. Hains’ depravity long ago. We 
would have kicked him out there and 
then, and this awful murder would have 
been avoided.”

LIMA, Peru, Aug. 19.—After having 
reached an altitude higher than that 
attained by any woman or man in the 
world, Miss Anna S. Peck of Provi- 
dence, R. I., is believed to have perished 
in the snow, which perpetually covers 
the summit of Mount Huascaran. 

The noted woman mountain climber 
Friday signaled her arrival at an alti- 
tude of 25,000 feet on Huascaran. Two 
Alpine climbers accompanied Miss Peck, 
but since Friday no word has come 
from either Miss Peck or her compan- 
lons and the Lima populace is alarmed. 

When no word came from Miss Peck 
many. expeditions were organized and 
sent to her assistance.

Before this feat was accomplished by 
Miss Peck, the highest point attained 
by mountain climbers was 23,394 feet, 
which was reached by Dr. and Mrs. 
William H. Workman, who climbed the 
peak of the Chago Lungma glacier in 
the Himalayas. The Workmans camped 
for two nights at an altitude of 21,000 
feet, a record for a mountaineers’ camp. 
They are Americans. 

The Duke of Abruzzi in June, 1906, 
surmounted the second highest summit 
of the Ruwenzori Range, in Central 
Africa, reaching a height of 19,024 feet. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook was the first 
man to climb Mount McKinley, in 
aiaska, the highest peak in North 
America.

SPEECH OF ACCEPTANCE 


Politics, He Declares, Has

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.—In his speech of 
acceptance last night, BE. W. Chafin,

“We are now approaching the close 
of another 60 years where two dominant 
political parties, Republican and Demo- 
cratic, have allied themselves with the 
mest gigantic crime that ever cursed 
the world, and by their attitude make | 
known to the American people that they 
do not propose to permit them to have 
a chance, even though the majority may 
favor it, to destroy the liquor traffic 
and add ancther amendment to the con- 
stitution which would mark the highest 
achievement of civilization in the 
world’s history. 

Calis Presidents Pawns. 

‘In not more than six of 27 presi- 
dential campaigns would a line of Amer- 
ican history have been changed if the 
defeated candidate had been elected in- 
stead of the successful one. Party strife 
over false issues has made moral cow- 
ards of many of our public men, and 
transformed some of our chief executives 
into mere pawns, for no man lives in 
history who does not stand for the 
highest moral sentiment of his day. 


“The attempt made by the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties to create 
a fictitious issue is the most farcical 
in our history, in the face of the fact 
that during the last four years the 
question of the Hquaor traffic has at- 
tracted wider attention than all other 
public issues combined.

Mitchell Found Deaa After 
Accusing This Man or Ruin- 





ing His Home. 





A mother’s belief that her son wa: 
murdéred has led to a second investi- 
‘gation of the death of George Mitchell, 
supposed to have been killed by a train 
at Alton on the night of July 17, and 
has resulted in the discovery of cir- 
cumstantial evidence that he may 


have been waylaid and slain while 
he was ofr tis way to his home and the 
body left on the railroad track to indi- 
cate that his death was an accident. 

Qn the day before his death, Mitchell, 
whose wife had left him, accused Wil- 
liam Garner, a young farmer living 
near Loraine, Ill., of wrecking his home. 

Mrs. Mitchell did not attend her hus- 
band’s funeral, and four days later 
-she was married to Garner at Quincy, 
Ill. She had written to Mitchell that she 
would never live with him again, and 
had told bim that if he could not take 
care of their three little children she 
would “give them away.”’ 

Wife's Lettera for Grand Jury. 

Her letters, among other evidence, will 
be laid before the grand jury, which 
migets in Edwardsville Sept. 10. Among 
the witnesses expected to appear before 
the grand jury are the night watchman 
who found the body and who believes 
Mitchell was murdered; one of Mitchell's 
friends, the last man known to have 
* geen him alive, whose statement tends 
to show that the train which was sup- 
posed to have killed Mitchell passed the 
scene of his death before he reached it, 
and little Josephine Mitchell, 10 years 
old, who says a man frequently visited 
hér mother during the weeks preceding 
Mitchels death, When husband and wife 
were living apart. 

George Mitche'l and Anna _ S8Stedutt- 
ian were married at Quincy on March 
22, 1897. Until they moved to Alton in 
1902 they lived with Mitchell’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jacdb Mitchell, and his 
brother, Philip. 

Five years after their marriage Mitch- 
ell and his wife moved to Alton, where 
the husband obtained employment at 
the Illinois Glass Co. Three children 
Came; Josephine, now 10 years old; 
John, now 4 and Harman, not quite 2. 

Mitchel! Was Jenlous. 

For atvhile, Mitchell's relatives say, 
“the couple were happy. The husband 
was making good wages and provided 
a good home. But Mrs. Mitchell be- 
came dfssatisfied, declaring that she 
could not live in Alton. She asked her 
husband to take her back to Quincy, 
and they went back there to live. 
$n Quincy, the first break came. The 
husband is believed to have been jeal- 
ous. Finally he returned to Alton alone 
and made his home with his parents 
“ana his brother. The wife and the 
children remained in Quincy. 

Letters which Mitchell received from 
friends in Quincy aroused his suspicions.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Aug. 19.—Coinci- 
dent with the departure for their homes 
today of the First and Fourth Infantry 
regiments, which have been on riot duty 
here, it was announced that the Third 
and Fifth Infantry regiments will de- 
part tomorrow. This will reduce the mil- 
itary force here to about fifteen hun- 
dred men, an ample number, in the 
opinion of those in authority, to handle 
the situation, which has shown a much 
less serious aspect since the meeting of 
the special grand jury. 

The determination to follow up to- 
day's departures with two more on the 
following day was reached at a confer- 
ence of Gov. Deneen, Major-General 
Young and Adjutant-General Scott last 
night, but it was not announced until 
this morning. 

Business men anticipate an early re- 
sumption of the normal amount of busi- 
ness. The reduction of the force will 
save the State about $20,000 a day, it is 
stated. 

“Conditions in this city are now such 
that an active Sheriff with a good force 
of deputies, reinforced by the police, 
could, in my belief, be safely trusted 
with the public security,” said Adjutant- 
General Scott today.

Farewell Message Found™ in 
Coat‘ Believed to Be 
Forgery.

LOUDONVILLE, 0O., Aug. 16.—Mys- 


tery whose tangled trafl reaches across 
four States, in the fatal shooting of 
Morris H. B. Stein, a Des Moines (Io.)

mysterious circumstances surrounding 
the tragedy. 

Note Adds te Mystery. 

Though unconscious from the time he 
was found dying in the parlor of the 
home of Mrs. J. A. Myers, his wife’s 
aunt, until death came, Stein is in- 
volved in the affair by a cabalistic note 
found in the pocket of his coat later. 
It read: 


Dear Kid—I am dying. Aunt Hester just 
shot me. Why, I don’t ‘know. I gave her a 
new gun as a present for burglars. She got 
mad and turned it on me and then on her- 
self. I am getting weaker—weaker. 
hes 5. PERCY STEIN. 
When the funeral shroud was being 


prepared for the burial of the woman 
and the whole community was wonder- 
ing at the strange double tragedy, the 
undertakers found, concealed in her 
garments, checks and other valuable 
papers to the amount of $6000. How the 
woman acquired this money, the exist- 
ence of which was unsuspected even 
by her closést relatives, is yet another 
element in the mystery. 
Bodiex; Give No Clew, 

The police and outside detectives who 
have been working on the case already 
are baffled by the position in which the 
bodies were lying when they were found. 
When two shots rang out, followed 
shortly by another, and the neighbors 
rushed into the house, they found Stein 
lying with his back on the floor, his 
head toward the door, and Miss Porter

MR. COWHERD’S WARNING. 

What is the significance of the small Cowherd 
vote in the State? Mr. Cowherd wins by a piu- 
rality of only 11,875 over Mr. Ball, Mr. Ball's 
plurality in the country, not counting the .votes 
of St. Louis and Kansas City, is 12,000. Of the 
total Democratic yote cast the majority against 
Cowherd reached 149,747. His vote was only a 
little more than a third of the total, 

What is the reason for this unpopularity of 
the Democratic gubernatorial candidate, whose 
personal ‘fitness for the office was universally ac- 
knowledged and whose qualifications were acl- 
mittedly superior to those of atly of his oppo- 
nents?

He 
cannot afford to be identified with “old gang” 
leaders of the Democratic party—he cannot let 
them identify him with their cause. He must 
separate himself from the rotten old machine 
and identify himself with the progressive ele- 
ment of Democracy. If the Democrats of the 
State understand that the success of the Cowherd 
ticket would mean the revival of the Dockery- 
Cook-Stone machine which brought discredit and 
ruin on the party, the State will be lost to the 
party. Mr. Cowherd must take up the program 
of reform—all the genuine refc-ms—of the Folk 
movement and assure the people that he will 
carry the movement on and continue the reor- 
ganization of his party and of the government 
for sound reform.

But by the end of August 
the ravages of a burning sun on skin 
and hair begin to show up and it is 
well to begin the inevitable treatment 
and have it over with before the hair 
gets ary thinner or the skin any 
coarser. 

One of the commonest complaints to- 
ward the end of summer is an itching 
scalp. This is due really to the action 
of the sun and salt water, a sunburned 
scalp and salt water left to dry on the 
hair. 

The first thing to do is to wash all 
the salt water out. Here is an excellent 
tonic which allays the itcning and tones 
up the scalp at the same time. But 
massage also should not be neglected. 
The scalp gets very tight during the 
summer months. 

Formula for Falling Hair—Cologne, 8 
ounces; tincture of cantharides, 1 ounce: 
oil of English lavender, oil of rose- 
mary, % dram each. 

Apply to the roots of the hair once 
or twice a day. It is positively neces- 
sary that the scalp should be kept 
clean. Shampoo at least once a week. 

As for the sunburn where the skin 
is dry and feels drawn this cream may 
be used at night: Rosewater, 
grams; milk of sweet almonds, 20 
grams; milk of bitter almonds, 8 grams. 

Where the skin is oily a milk vinegar 
diluted with a little water and used 
night and morning is efficacious: Alco- 
hol, 3 gramst tincture of benzoin, 3 
grams; strong white vinegar, 30 grams. 
Mix and let stand for a week and pass 
through a filtering paper.
